HOW MANY ROSES? 


In an article on the garden market 
in Britain, a writer in the London 
Daily Mail recently estimated that 
nurserymen there sold approximately 
20,000,000 rosebushes (trees, in the 
British trade) annually. 

To some in the trade there the 
figure seemed surprisingly large, but 
leaders in British distribution 
are inclined to accept it.

While roses have assumed out- 
standing garden importance’ in 
America in recent years, the total 


annual production of bushes for mar- 
ket here has not been estimated above 
$5,000,000. Some growers thought 
that would be tops for the market 
for some time to come, until the 
widespread demand for processed, o1 
packaged, rose plants added stimulus 
to their sale in the past two years. 

Granted that the British isles show 
a considerably higher average inter- 
est in gardening on the part of home- 
owners than does the United States, 
the peak of the possible rose market 
here still seems well beyond current 
production figures. 


PRODUCERS’ PRICING 


Discussion in the horticultural 
field in recent years relating to pro- 
ducers’ undertaking marketing pro- 
motion accompanied by their setting 
retail prices on their merchandise 
has not gone far, except for patented 
plants. Otherwise, only a few items 
controlled or limited in supply have 
been found eligible for price main- 
tenance. That most items of horti- 
cultural merchandise varied so great- 
ly in price was held to be due to 
their perishable nature, rather than 
the character of the competition. 

Far different were presumed to be 
the household appliances manufac- 
tured and extensively advertised by 
giant corporations. Then, of late, the 
so-called discount houses took ad- 
vantage of oversupplied markets to 
engage in price competition that 
solved the manufacturers’ inventory 
problems, but took business away 
from the established retail outlets 
which wished to maintain the list 
prices of the producers. 

Appeal to fair price compacts or 
laws was inffective in the face of 





the recognized necessity of clearing 
warehouses of accumulated television 
and radio sets, refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, etc. Before long, the 
established retail outlets set prices to 
meet the new competition rathe: 
then yield up their customers. 

Recently some of the big manu- 
facturers have left it to their distribu- 
tors to set the retail prices on some 
of their newer models. Suggested 
retail prices have been withdrawn 
in other cases. The number of pro- 
ducers which have followed the lead 
of the largest manufacturer of elec- 
trical appliances seems slowly in- 
creasing, although there is consider- 
able opposition and debate in that 
industry. 

The outcome will

halted temporarily or permanently 
abandoned.

DANGER IN INSECTICIDES? 

Among the newer insecticides em- 
ployed by nurserymen are some 
which require careful handling” by 
the who apply them, to 
avoid the possibility of physical re- 
actions 01 acute poisoning. 
Probably these are not more poison- 
than insecticides which have 
been used in the past and some 
which have continued in importance 
over a long period of time. But the 
precautions advised, such as gas 
masks, gloves and other protection, 
have given rise to popular beliefs 
that border on the ridiculous. Some 
among the new insecticides, particu- 
larly DDT, have been alleged to be 
responsible for a variety of 
trointestinal complaints and a wide 
range of psychoneurotic disturb- 
ances, as well as for an increase in 
poliomyelitis, cancer and other dis- 
eases. 

Recently addressing an agricultur- 
al chemical group, the assistant 
surgeon general of the United States 
public health service asserted that 
the vast majority of physicians and 
other scientists who have studied the 
problem do not accept those claims. 
The consensus is that, properly used, 
insecticides do not cause any diseases 
or increase susceptibility to disease 
in either man or animals. This opin- 
ion is based on the results of exten- 
sive research. 

Hence, nurserymen can reassure 
users of such insecticides that if they

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Reports on Spring Sales 


Mail Order Makes Up for Late Start 


Spring was slow in arriving this 
year, and so were the anticipated 
sales of most mail-order nursery 
firms. But when weather turned 
favorable, orders poured in, so that 
because of the continued coolness 
throughout April in most sections, 
total volume was quite satisfactory, 
if not record-breaking. The longet 
the low temperatures persist in the 
present month, the better is the sales 
showing expected to be, for the pub- 
lic buys readily when the weather 
urges planting. Following are early 
reports of a few representative mail- 
order nursery firms in different parts 
of the country. 

Late Demand in Iowa 

Effects of the weather were noted 
recently by George Rose, vice-presi- 
dent of the Henry Field Seed & 
Nursery Co., Shenandoah, Ia., who 
adds interesting comments on sup- 
plies and packaging as follows: 

“Up to the latter part of April our 
total business was nearly the same 
as it was at this date last year, pos- 
sibly a fraction of a per cent less. 
We are doing about 15 per cent less 
business than we did at this same 
time two years ago—that is, in the 
spring of 1953, which was the big- 
gest year in our history. We do not 
expect to catch up to 1953, but we 
do expect to go somewhat ahead of 
1954 in the next month. 

“Our business was greatly retard- 
ed this spring by adverse weather 
conditions. Storms covered the whole 
country most of January and Febru- 
ary. Until late in February we were 
about 32 per cent behind the previ- 
ous year and began to despair of 
ever catching up. With good weath- 
er in March we picked up rapidly, 
and at the present time are going 
ahead of the previous year’s business 
each day. 

“We note a much heavier sale of 
fruit trees, roses and specialty peren- 
nials, such as phlox, chrysanthe- 
mums and lilies, and a fairly good 
increase in our house plant business. 
The strawberry business has dropped 
off considerably, and the general run 
of perennial plant sales is down 
somewhat. Evergreen sales are about 
the same as last year’s. 

“We have had, it seems to us, less 
than the usual amount of damage 
in the mail this year, which may be 
due to the fact that we are shipping 
all of our stock in polyethylene-coat- 


ed kraft without packing, and the 
parcels, being lighter, may handle 
more easily and may be less sub- 
ject to damage. 

“Because all of our perennials are 
wrapped in polyethylene or put in 
polyethylene sacks throughout the 
winter months and then put in re- 
frigeration where they are keeping 
in fine shape, we expect to be able 
to go through the season into June, 
shipping entirely dormant plants, 
which certainly should lower cus- 
tomer losses considerably. Chrysan- 
themums are not included in the 
foregoing, as we ship only pot-grown 
chrysanthemums. 


MAIL ORDER SECRETARY 








Robert J. Bauge, secretary-treasurer of 
the National Mail Order Nurserymen’s 
Association, was born and reared at 
Ames, Ia., and holds a degree in land- 
scape architecture from Iowa State Col- 
lege. He was first employed in the road- 
side improvement department of the Iowa 
highway commission and then worked for 
Day & Zimmerman, Philadelphia, Pa., as 
a cost engineer on the construction of the 
Iowa ordnance plant. He later became 
production engineer of the component 
parts division at the Iowa ordnance fac- 
tory. He served in the engineer corps of 
the army for five years. 

After holding the position of assistant 
superintendent of the production depart- 
ment at Mount Arbor Nurseries, Shenan- 
doah, Ia., Mr. Bauge became associated 
with the Earl May Seed Co., Shenandoah, 
first as head of the landscape department, 
sales and design; then as head of the 
mail order nursery department, sales, and 
later as head of the house plant depart- 
ment, production. He is state chairman 
of the “Plant Iowa” committee and chair- 
man of the board of directors of the lowa 
Nurserymen’s Association. He is married 
and has three children. 


“Since we can now ship plants 
long distances in polyethylene, we 
are expanding our mailing list in 
states farther away from us than 
we considered prudent to do in pre- 
vious years. Our inquiry ads pulled 
well this year—better than last vear 

and we were entirely out of ow 
supply of catalogs some time ago 
after mailing out better than a mil- 
lion, which is about our usual quan- 
tity.” 

Warmer in Iowa 

Late orders compensated for a 
poor start in Iowa also, according to 
Wayne Ferris, head of the Earl Fer- 
ris Nursery Co., Hampton, Ia., who 
reports: 

“We had one of the poorest Febru- 
aries we have had for long time. 
However, since then, orders have 
been picking up, and we had a good 
April. It looks like our business will 
be about the same as last year, if it 
does not shut off too soon. We had 
an unusually warm April, and our 
season seems to be about eight days 
ahead of last year; so it may shut 
off that much sooner. 


Content with Change 


J]. W. Hanley, who purchased the 
Bradley Nursery, Carbondale, IIL, 
last year, finds difficulty in making 
percentage comparisons with other 
seasons, but states: 

“Apparently we are doing about 
the same as in the past, and busi- 
ness is still going along well. De- 
mand has been particularly good in 
small fruits and the less expensive 
flowering shrubs. 

“Rosebush business has been dis- 
appointing, considering the addition- 
al space and attention given them in 
the catalog this year, but we at- 
tribute this to the surplus stock 
crossing the department, drug, gro- 
cery and variety store counters, as 
well as the service stations and oth- 
er associated businesses. Apparently 
banks and undertakers are the only 
ones in Carbondale not handling 
rosebushes. Generally, though, we 
are in the midst of a good year and 
are happy that we made the big 
jump.” 

Transportation Problem Acute 


High transportation costs and de- 
lay in transit were hit by R. W. 
Ackerman, owner of the Ackerman

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Pacific Coast Reports Weather, 
Production, Sales All Are Good 


The balmier climate, longer sell- 
ing season and expanding production 
of Pacific states provide the reports 
of wholesale nurserymen of that area 
with more reasons for optimism than 
those of their fellows in less for- 
tunately placed localities during the 
past spring. The unusual extent of 
home building has enhanced a de- 
mand for stock, which favorable 
weather has brought forward un- 
hindered and in adequate supply. 
Shipments eastward have added to 
the westerners’ prosperity in sup- 
plying stock in place of that retard- 
ed by weather conditions east of 
the Rockies. The variety of west- 
erners’ bounty is described in these 
early reports on spring business from 
some representative wholesale firms. 

California Has Everything 

The optimism of the west coast 
is conveyed in this report sub- 
mitted by J. Awdry Armstrong, 
Armstrong Nurseries, Ontario, Calif., 
who finds California plentifully sup- 
plied with nursery stock, subject to 
a large demand, because of numerous 
new homes built there, with pros- 
pects of further supplies of roses 
and other items from the Golden 
state to supply the country. Mr. 
Armstrong writes: 

“Sales of ornamental nursery stock 
in southern California during the 
past winter planting season were 
good, but because of a plentiful sup- 
ply of ornamentals, competition was 
keen and many items were offered 
at low unprofitable prices. The enor- 
mous number of subdivisions in this 
area are taking much farming land 
out of circulation, and sales of orna- 
mentals must be geared to the small 
gardens which are typical of these 
subdivision homes. The number of 
plants per garden are smaller, and 
the number of varieties fewer. The 
sales potential, however, is great. 

“Orchard plantings in California 
were limited in large degree to the 
San Joaquin valley, since they are 
too busy planting homes in south- 
ern California. In that area there 
was considerable planting of selected 
varieties to fill gaps in the marketing 
season, particularly in early peaches, 
such as Springtime and Robin. 

“More roses were sold here than 
ever before, but more were avail- 
able. The new type of display pack- 
ages for roses helped a great deal. 

“Mail-order business throughout 


the country was steady, but not over- 
whelming. California-grown 
plants, well-matured and kept in 
adequate cold storage, find a ready 
sale, and the new lightweight pack- 
ing materials saved a lot of expense 
in shipping.

“As far as next year is concerned, 
there seems to be a good supply of 
almost every kind of nursery stock. 
Competition will continue to be keen. 
The California rose crop looks good 
and can fill in any gap which may 
be left because of the weather mis- 
fortunes of our friends in Texas.” 

Production Expands 


Container-grown stock, aiding 
production and strengthening de- 
mand, is credited by Harry E. Rose- 
dale, president of the Monrovia 
Nursery Co., Monrovia, Calif., with 
a large role in his firm’s volume of 
sales. He reports: 

“Here at Monrovia Nursery Co. 
we have had one of our most success- 
ful years. Demand for our container- 
grown plants has been strong and 
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steady, and I think most of this in- 
crease in demand is due to the ad- 
vantages that container-grown stock 
offers. Shipping has presented no 
problem, although a late 
spring this year in most of the north. 
ern and midwestern states made our 
shipments to all points seem to come 
within an extremely short period of 
time.

In most plantings, particularly 
those in small areas, it is necessary 
that one factor be uniform or domi- 
nant in order to achieve harmony. 
This one factor may be form, texture 
or color, but if they all vary in their 
extremes, you have achieved total 
confusion. Such plantings are rare 

Shrubs usually have rather definite 
lines, which should produce a har- 
monious relationship when used in 
the same planting. Simplicity is 
achieved by repetition and by the 
use of a few species or varieties (or 
plants of similar form and texture) 
rather than a complex grouping of 
many. By repeating the use of a 
plant in plantings and on a prop- 





erty you aid in creating unity. The 
same plant does not have to be used 
in exactly the same position on one 
side of the foundation planting or 
shrub border as it was on the other. 
Such a procedure can often suggest 
monotony. Nature repeats plants in 
its landscape, and it never seems to 
be objectionable. Check for yourself 
the next time you are near a wooded 
area, along a stream or somewhere 
off the beaten track. 

All plants should not supply the 
same interest. If there are conflict- 
ing plants of equal importance, you 
provoke unrest in the observer be- 
cause he decide on which 
plant to center his interest. Garden 
features and attractive plants should 
not battle each other for popularity. 

Poorly placed accents in the land- 


cannot 


Into odd figures in the gardens of other 
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scape disturb both balance and de- 
sign, as well as the calmest of ob- 
servers. Accents should be few in 
number and _ strategically placed. 
Like most plantings, a little common 
sense goes a long way in making 
them pleasing and artistic. 
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Attention on a specific feature or 
plant does not happen by chance; 
it must be well planned. This direc- 
tion of interest should not be inter- 
rupted by distractions of unusual o1 
contrasting plant forms or colors. 
What happened to the bright-colored 
flower bed, or the blue spruce in 
the center of the front lawn? This 
is the exception today, rather than 
the generality. People are becoming 
more appreciative of better design 
and simpler plant arrangements. Let 
plant groupings not only tell a story, 
but the right story. 

Plant forms fit specific parts of 
the home. When the entrance is 
broad, then the plant form should be 


comparable, not a ball form that 
cannot cope with the scale of such 
a doorway. Illustration C is much

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Toronto May Set Convention Record 


As of April 26, 930 persons held 
confirmed reservations at the Royal 
York and King Edward hotels, To- 
ronto, Ont., for the 80th annual 
convention of the American Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen July 10 to 14. 
An analysis has been made of reser- 
vations from various states in the 
Union and Canada, and at the pres- 
ent time every state is represented 
except Arizona, Arkansas, Idaho, 
Mississippi, Montana, South Dakota, 
Utah and Vermont. 

Ohio is leading, with 101 nursery- 
men and their families registered. 
New York is running a close second 
with 91. Other top figures are Calli- 
fornia, 56; Iowa and Illinois, both 
55; Texas, 52; Minnesota, 43; Mich- 
igan, 42; Missouri and Indiana, 37; 
Alabama, 33, and Oregon, 30. 

It is likely that final attendance 
records at Toronto will surpass the 
1,122 registrants at the 75th anni- 
versary convention at Washington, 
D. C. 

Sale of booth space has been ex- 
ceedingly good. Additional booths 
have been set up and are now of- 
fered for sale in parlor A, through 
which conventioners must pass to 
get to the meetings.

GOETZ NEW BUILDING 

An open-house celebration during 
the week of March 20 to 27 marked 
the opening of Goetz Nursery’s newly 
expanded and modernized home and 
garden center and coincided with the 
firm’s 32nd anniversary celebration.

CENTER IN OLD RED BARN 


Using a large barn as the cen- 
tral feature, the Williams & Harvey 
Nurseries, Kansas City, Mo., have 
opened a unique cash-and-carry 
garden center under the name Vil- 
lage Nursery. 

The barn, a substantial structure, 
33x79 feet, was originally built many 
years ago for blooded horses—hunt- 
ers and jumpers. The heavy barred 
box stall partitions were used to 
form a service room at the rear of 
the building and to serve as an in- 
teresting background for the ad- 
joining lath house shown in the ac- 
companying illustration. Old paving 
bricks were used to surface the floor, 
and the exterior was painted a bright 
barn red with white trim. 

The center is often referred to as 
the “Old Red Barn.” In fact, ad- 
vertisements sometimes carry the 
signature, “Village Nursery at the 
Old Red Barn.” Although the center 
is kept scrupulously clean and neat, 
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Old Red Barn Furnishes Picturesque Quarters for Garden Center at Kansas City 


the old red barn atmosphere is main- 
tained. Tables and shelving are con- 
structed of rough lumber stained a 
dull red. 

The lath house, 36x108 feet, ex- 
tends out at right angles from the 
barn. Between the barn and the lath 
house is a canopy about 10 feet wide, 
covered with corrugated iron. Instead 
of the conventional wood slats, shade 
is provided by galvanized iron strips 
three inches wide at a cost of about 
one-half that of wood.

A. A. N. REPORTS TRENDS 

Again this spring the American 
Association of Nurserymen has re- 
leased to its members data on indus- 
try trends estimated from dues paid 
annually in the association and from 





a survey of prices in wholesale and 
retail spring nursery catalogs. 

Based on the A. A. N., fiscal year 
1954-55, the assumed industry vol- 
ume for the year 1953 is estimated 
at 376.8, as compared to a cor- 
rected 358.2 for 1952. 330 for 1951. 
291.3 for 1950 and a basic 100 for 
1937. 

According to this year’s spring 
catalogs, fluctuations in price have 
been slight and more down than 
up, despite increased sales. Price 
data are based on 1940-1941 as the 
basic 100. In the wholesale index, 
standard fruits rose to 329 over 320 
a year ago, while small fruits 
dropped from 309 to 305 and orna- 
mentals from 290 to 279 

In the retail index standard fruits 
dropped from 293 to 270 and fruits 
from 317 to 307, while ornamentals 
rose in the past year from 276 to 
286

Over 100 members and guests of 


the Holly Society of America, from 
as far away as Alabama and Con- 
necticut, met on Maryland’s famous 
Eastern Shore for their annual 2-day 
spring meeting. 

Starting April 14 from St. Mi- 
chaels, the group began an afternoon 
tour of old and beautiful 
where hollies were a featured part 
of the landscape.

Despite a driving cold rain 
throughout the afternoon, the tour 
ended with clearing skies and in a 
festive mood with a final stop at 
“Crooked Intention,” the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. G. A. Van Lennep, 
Jr., St. Michaels. The Van Lenneps 
own and operate Holly Harbor Nurs- 
ery and were the society’s chairmen 
of the local committee on the ar- 
rangements for the meeting. Mr. 
Van Lennep guided the group about 
the nursery, greenhouse and 4-acre 
American, English and Chinese holly 
orchard, while Mrs. Van Lennep 
served hot coffee and cookies baked 
in the shape of holly leaves. 

The nurserymen showed keen in- 
terest in Mr. Van Lennep’s innova- 
tion of marketing specimen holly 
plants in red-painted tubs made 
from discarded nail kegs.

The holly society’s president, C.R. 
Wolf, president of the New Jersey 
Silica Sand Co., Millville, N. J]., wel- 
comed the members. Following self- 
introductions and expressions of ap- 
preciation for the day’s hospitality, 
Prof. Robert B. Clark, of Rutgers 
University, New Brunswick, N. J., 
was called upon to moderate a panel 
on holly in orchards and landscap- 
ing. His panel members included 
two nurserymen, Stewart McLean, 
Towson, Md., and Earle Dilatush, 
Robbinsville, N. J.; Dr. Clyde C. 
Hamilton, entomologist, Rutgers 
University, and Daniel G. Fenton, 
holly orchardist, Millville, N. J. 
Questions were then asked from the 
floor. Some of the replies follow. 


Panel Questions Summarized 


Q. At what age 
start to be shaped? 

A. After they are 3 years old. Cut 
off short twigs any time between 
Thanksgiving and Easter. 

Q. What do you do about sprawl- 
ing cuttings? 

A. All holly cuttings usually 
sprawl. On 2-year plants you can 
cut them off within an inch of the 
ground. Buds will break and a 
sprout will shoot upward. Older, 
sprawling plants will almost al- 
ways have a bud break near the 
base, and a straight, upward leadet 
will be produced eventually. 

Q. What about winter hardiness 
of hollies ? 

A. Great variations arise in seed- 
ling hollies. An experimental lot of 
3,000 English holly seedlings showed 
distinctly earlier hardening-off of 
some over others. This is one ad- 
vantage of experimenting with seed- 
ling plants: they will select them- 
selves as to hardiness. 

Q. How about mulches? 

A. These help keep the soil tem- 
perature more uniform, keep down 
weeds and hold the moisture, but 
do tie up nitrogen unless prope 
fertilizers are supplied. An experi- 
ment is being tried using a pebble 
mulch six feet in diameter and four 
inches deep around the tree. This 
eliminates weeds, holds the moisture 
in and lets it through, unlike crusted 
sawdust. Pebbles, too, eliminate the 
mice. 

Q. Will one get heat reflection in- 
jury using pebbles? 

A. Charles Olivett, College Park, 


should _hollies 





Md.: No. I get 18-inch growth on 
rooted cuttings in cans with a 1-inch 
pebble mulch. I get three times as 
much growth with one-third the 
watering. I was forced to discover 
this pebble mulch to prevent squir- 
rels and chipmunks from burying 
acorns and seeds in my cans. 

Q. What pH does holly prefer? 

A. From a 2-year study a pH of 
6 seems just about right. More work 
needs to be done on this, however. 

Q. What is a good control for 
leaf miner for an arborist to use 
when spraying one or two holly trees 
about the home of a modest wag: 
earner? 

A. DDT is still recommended at 
the time the flies emerge. Apply 
another spray of DDT if it rains 
before 10 or 12 days after emergence, 
since the feeding adults will damage 
the young leaves by their feeding 
punctures during the period before 
the females lay their eggs. Two 
sprays of Lindane are recommended 
after the eggs are laid and the larvae 
have hatched. 

Q. At what spacings should hol- 
lies be planted in orchards? 

A. Some orchards are planted at 
20x20 feet, some 40x40 feet: cer- 
tainly never closer than 20 feet apart. 
New orchards of the New Jersey Sil- 
ica Sand Co. are being planted in 
rows 22 feet apart with a spacing 
of 20 feet in the row. 

Q. What 


for hedges? 


about American holly 

A. It depends on how large you 
want the hedge; the higher the 
hedge, the closer you set plants, 
within reason. At Rutgers Univer- 
sity, three experimental holly hedges 
are planted with a spacing of two, 
two and one-half and three feet apart 
in the row. The owner of a 400- 
foot hedge remarked that two feet 
apart was much too close for an 
American holly hedge. 

Q. In rooting holly, should th 
cuttings be straight up or slanting? 

A. No appreciable difference is 
noted in success of rootings by eithe: 
method. McLean and Dilatush put 
in cuttings straight up, as much 
quicker, they agreed. 

Q. What returns might be expect- 
ed from a holly orchard? 

A. With 100 holly trees per acre 
yielding 25 pounds of holly a yea 
that sells at 35 cents a pound 
wholesale, the gross returns per acre 
would be $875. For American holly,

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Pyrus Calleryana 


During the past few years ther 
has been increasing interest in small 
and medium-sized trees. The Callery 
pear, Pyrus calleryana, is a good ad- 
dition to the ever-increasing list of 
such trees. The Callery pear has 
been planted only sparingly, but de- 
serves wider use, although it cannot 
be rated as highly as some of our 
more common small flowering trees, 

Pyrus calleryana is comparatively 
narrow pyramidal in shape, espe- 
cially when young, much the same as 
the common pear. The foliage is 
borne abundantly, quite glossy, one 
and one half to three and one quarter 
inches long and mostly ovate in 
shape. One of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of this species is the strik- 
ing red to scarlet fall foliage color 

The Callery pear is native to 
China and was introduced into this 
country in 1908. It is listed as being 
hardy in zone 5 of Rehder. 

Another outstanding characteristic 
of this species is its attractive whit 
flowers, about one inch in diameter. 
which are produced abundantly in 
late April or early May. The fruits 
are small, less than one-half inch in 
length, and russet or brown-dotted 
in color. 

This species of pyrus appears to be 
adaptable to a wide variation of 
soil and climatic conditions. It 
probably the least susceptible of the 
pears to fire blight. Propagation is

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








THE TAXUS 


Probably no genus of plants has 
had the recent attention that the 
yews have had, and this includes 
being written about. With all the 
comments, a few more by a practic- 
ing nurseryman will not hurt, espe- 
cially since they will not all be 
favorable, and my own experience 
has been gained in a more southern 
climate than that of other commen- 
tators. 

The present high popularity of the 
yews has been the result of several 
factors. The reaction from the over- 
use of juvenile forms of retinospora, 
thuya, cupressus and  juniperus, 
which overgrow so quickly, is per- 
haps the prime reason. The plant 
is intrinsically handsome, of beau- 
tiful color and habit, and most va- 
rieties are slow growing. The plant 
is easy to propagate, grow and trans- 
plant; most varieties are fairly hardy 
and are as near foolproof to sell to 
the public as you can get a plant to 
be. 

The yews in nature tend to mu- 
tate quite easily, so that there have 
been developed by chance many va- 
rieties or clones, many of which tend 
to be quite dwarf in habit, yet even 
this dwarfness has its limitations and 
the thought that we are avoiding 
plants that might grow into forest 
tree proportions can be something 
of an illusion. We are safe so long 
as we do not look too far into the 
future. Even with the yews it is 
necessary to look at them with the 
understanding that they change, too. 
A planting of yews and English box 
may make as nearly a permanent 
foundation as you can get, yet even 
it needs adjusting in 15 to 20 years. 

I suppose my favorite yew is a 
clone that is really not quite hardy 
in that area where the yew is so 
widely planted. It is the Irish yew, 
a variety of the English that grows 
into a handsome dark green column. 
The needles are whorled rather than 
two-ranked, and the rate of growth 
is not more than two or three inches 
a year. As the plant gets quite old 
it tends to become quite broad, al- 
though the branches retain their 
erect growth. I know of plants 20 
to 25 feet high and almost as broad. 

The type species of English yew 
is a forest tree and when it is used 
in landscaping it should be given 


room to grow. This type, too, is 
not quite hardy north and tends to 
lack the luster found in most yews. 
It should never be 
called foundation plant, for there 
are specimens in this section that 
are as big as a house, perhaps 30 
feet high and 30 to 50 feet wide.

There are a number of varieties 
of the English yew, most of which 
are dwarf in habit, two of which are 
quite interesting. Most  golden- 
foliaged plants are too garish, but 
both the golden Irish and English 
yews are attractive, because their 
yellow color is only apparent in the 
new growth. The rest of the year 
the plants are dark green, and the 
golden English yew has a graceful 
compact habit. 

The Japanese yew is hardier than 
the English yew, and the specific 
type has a better color. Of more 
spreading habit it gets mighty 
big—a plant 20 feet high and 25 
feet in spread is not unusual. As 
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with the English yew, there are many 
dwarf varieties, the names of which 
seem to be pretty confused. Perhaps 
the most popular and satisfactory of 
these is the one known in the trade 
as Taxus brevifolia. That is the 


name of the Pacific yew, but bo- 
tanically the one most commonly 
known in the trade is more than 


likely just a clone of the Japanese 
yew and should probably be more 
correctly known as “nana.” It is in 
the mechanics of naming plants like 
this that “Standardized Plant 
Names” has only added to confusion. 

Still another group of has 
several interesting varieties; these 
are hybrids between baccata and 
cuspidata long known as Taxus me- 
dia var. Perhaps the best known of 
these is the Hicks yew, which is the 
best substitute for the Irish yew in 
northern gardens. Sut as useful as 
the variety is, it, too, can get 15 to 
20 feet high and half that in width. 
Similar varieties like Vermeulen, 
Hatfield, etc., will reach those pro- 
portions, too. 

In habit, the best of the really low 
yews is the variety of baccata known

as repandens, but it seems to have 
cultural faults. Of all the varieties 
of yew it seems to be the most tem- 
peramental about growing vigorous-

more susceptible to the root disease 
that can plague yews, particularly 
when planted in poorly drained situ- 
ations. 

Several factors must be considered 
if we are going to establish correctly 
the future place of yews in our busi- 
ness. The aforementioned disease is 
one of them. Another is that their 
overuse tends to make a planting 
monotonous, cramped and lacking in 
gracefulness which is so essentially 
necessary in any planting. There 
should be a fuller recognition of their 
use as free-growing forms, especially 
for the garden as contrasted to foun- 
dation use, and also a_ recognition 
that the yew’s present popularity is 
a fad and that any fad or fashion 
tends to die out. Let us hope that 
when the yew does lose some of its 
popularity it will then assume its 
rightful place of being a useful plant 
in American gardens. E. S. H. 


WHITE CHERRY NAME 


The trade’s attention is being 
called by the American Association of 
Nurserymen to an error in nomencla- 
ture which is likely to cause particu- 
lar trouble in landscape plantings. 
Some nurseries are sending out an 
ornamental cherry which has a de- 
cidedly pink cast under the label 
“Mount Fuji,” whereas the true vari- 
ety is pure white. If a pure white 
specimen is called for in a landscape 
design, the planting of a pink variety 
will spoil the effect so that it must 
be replaced. Mount Fuji is a newly 
coined name for the old variety, 
Shirotae, and has not trade nor bo- 
tanical validity as a name. The sug-

KOREAN BOXWOOD KILLED 


The zero weather March 26 put 
an end to Korean boxwood at the 
Missouri Botanical Garden. at St. 
Louis. This is the first time in some 
20 years that Korean boxwood has 
shown any damage. either during 
winter or summer. 

All Asiatic species and varieties 


were in full bloom when the cold 
struck. and all seem killed to the 
ground line. B. sempervirens col- 


lected in the state is never so far 
advanced in March, and such plants 
were not damaged, but many of the 
seedlings were, especially if they had 
koreana as one parent, reports Au- 
gust P. Beilmann, manager of the 
arboretum, at Gray Summit. He 
states the Serbian forms of boxwood 
are even less satisfactory.

Che Morton Arboretum, Lisle, IIl., 
last month announced a $400,000 
building project, including a new 
laboratory for expanded research in 
problems of tree culture. Scientists 
of the Illinois Natural History Survey 
will be invited to use the facilities in 
their studies of Dutch elm disease. 

The laboratory will be housed in 
a 2-story wing to be built onto the 
Administration building, said Ed- 
ward H. Baker, Jr., a trustee of the 
arboretum and chairman of its build- 
ing committee. The new unit also 
will contain offices and reception and 
lecture rooms. 

Three greenhouses and a work- 
room will be built 50 feet south of 
the laboratory. Two of the green- 
houses will be used for propagating 
plants. The third will contain four 
compartments for experiments undet 
controlled conditions. 

Clarence E. Godshalk, director, 
said lack of facilities has confined 
the staff’s research largely to out- 
door experiments. Studies have been 
made of such practical aspects of tree 
growing and care as pruning and 
fertilization. They will form the basis 
of indoor tests which the new build- 
ing will make possible. 

Construction of the laboratory 
wing is expected to start soon. Hola- 
bird & Root & Burgee is the archi- 
tect. The project will be financed 
with funds left the arboretum by the 
late Mrs. Jean Morton Cudahy, 
daughter of Joy Morton, founder of 
the arboretum. 


NEW YORK ELM SURVEY 

Report of the contest conducted by 
the New York State Arborists’ Asso- 
ciation reveals the largest elm tree 
in New York state to be the Bellinger 
line tree, near Sharon, N. Y., south 
of route 20 and west of route 145, 
on the road toward Seward 

This tree measured 21 feet, 4 
inches, in 1941, and over 23 feet, 4 
inches, in 1955. The tree is relatively 
sound, symmetrical and growing ac- 
tively in a pasture. Across the road 
from it on the Kilts farm is probably 
the tallest elm in New York, with 
twin trunks for probably 70 feet be- 
fore branching begins. A lengthy re- 
port on the survey issued by the as- 
sociation provides interesting data on 
big elms in New York state.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Foamflower 

The foamflower, Tiarella cordifo- 
lia, is a good garden plant regardless 
of latitude, but it is especially good 
in sections where the garden is ex- 
posed to view during much of the 
winter. In  snowless sections, it 
starts in autumn and continues 
throughout the winter to enliven the 
landscape with its richly colored 
leaves, orange, red or purple, accord- 
ing to soil, exposure and variety of 
plant. Later, when the plant sends 
up stems of six inches or more, each 
one bearing clusters of foamflowers 
which reminded Miss Jekyll of “foam 
tossed aside by a mountain torrent,” 
it is one of May’s most pleasing 
offerings among native plants. The 
foamflower is a most accommodat- 
ing plant, adapting itself to almost 
any soil in shade or half-shade, 
though it is perhaps best in a rich, 
moist situation. Its preference for 
some shade will suggest many uses 
to the observant gardener, and its 
type of inflorescence and blooming 
period will suggest many pleasing 
associations in addition to the one 
which links it to forget-me-nots, a 
combination often seen in gardens. 


Love-in-a-mist 


It is not often that we include 
annuals in this department, but a 
recent request from an eastern gar- 
den shop for a few facts and fan- 
cies on love-in-a-mist makes me think 
that others may be interested in the 
same kind of material. If you have 
occasion to write this department 
during the next two or three months 
and give your reaction to this sort 
of copy, it will be a help in selecting 
future subjects. 

“Nigella, which is both faire and 
pleasant,” wrote Gerard of old, 
seems to have fallen into the same 
state it occupied before Miss Jekyll 
used her powers of selection on it. 
In Gerard’s time, the first question 
asked of a plant was about its “ver- 
tues” as a food or as a medicine. The 
answer to nigella, according to the 
old herbalists, was, “The seed 
parched or dried at the fire, brought 
into a powder, and wrapped in a 
piece of fine lawne or sarcenet, 
cureth all murs, catarrhes, rheums, 
and the pose, drieth the braine, and 
restoreth the sence of smelling unto 
those which have lost it, being often 
smelled unto from day to day, and 
make warm at the fire when used.” 


I long thought that the old gen- 
tleman was talking about our love- 
in-a-mist, yet I could distinguish lit- 
tle, or none, of the “smell and sa- 
vour” that he talked about. Then 
seeds, of N. sativa, “which doe grow 
of themselves among corne and 
other graine, in divers countries be- 
yond the seas,” came my way, and 
the mystery was solved. The entire 
plant, including its black seeds, 
which are the black cummin of com- 
merce, is useful in cookery, as can 
be seen by referring to old books 
on the culinary arts. Gerard’s “faire 
and pleasant” one was probably the 
damask nigella, N. damascena, which 
has long been in gardens under such 
names as gith, bishop’s-wort, devil- 
in-a-bush, lady-in-a-bower, St. Kath- 
arine’s flower, ragged lady, jack-in- 
prison, prick-my-nose, fennel flower 
and love-in-a-puzzle, as well as the 
more familiar love-in-a-mist. 

Its many affectionate names point 
to a long intimacy with gardeners, 
a supposition that is borne out in 
fact. But today the plant seems to 


have lost much of its old popularity. 
Miss Jekyll’s variety, with its pretty 
corn-blue color and somewhat double 
flowers on long stems, did much to- 
ward making the plant more useful 
to moderns, and the later additions 
to the list in the dark and white Miss 
Jekyll have given a wider selection 
of colors. These kinds, if given the 
opportunity, will help to make any 
garden a more pleasant spot during 
the summer months. A newer vari- 
ety, Dragonfly, with large, single, 
dark blue flowers on 18-inch, bushy 
plants, which I had from England 
a few years ago, should add more 
converts to the cult of nigella. 

In addition to providing beauty 
in the landscape and usefulness as 
cutting material, the plants have the 
added virtue of being easily grown 
in any sunny or lightly shaded spot. 
They resent being handled, however, 
and so the seeds should be 
where the plants are wanted, or they 
should be grown along in pots for 
plant sales. The first lot may be 
started as soon as the ground can be

Cobwebbed Houseleeks 


The mention of sempervivums in 
the note on plants for dry soil re- 
minds me that there have been at 
least three inquiries lately on cul- 
tural needs of the cobwebbed kinds. 
These are the only ones that are 
likely to give any trouble. They 
need perfect drainage at all times. 
If one is operating on heavy soil, 
perhaps the best places for these 
alpines are a dry wall or vertical 
crevice in the garden and a sand 
bed in the nursery. I suspect that 
some of the trouble in the culture 
of cobwebbed sempervivums has 
come from the fact that gardeners, 
reading “that they are the most 
alpine of all sempervivums,” have 
come to the conclusion that they 
have to be pampered; actually, they 
can stand more dry weather and 
more baking than other semper- 
vivums. They should be planted in 
depressions of rock, if the depres- 
sions drain away well, and experi- 
ence shows that most cobwebbed 
sempervivums do well there, even 
with little soil. These arachnoideum 
forms are reputedly lime haters, ac- 
cording to the books, but we found 
that most of them, especially the 
hybrids like fauconnetti, piliferum, 
pilosella, penicillatum and metteni- 
anum, are quite satisfied to set up 
housekeeping in holes gouged out of 
limestone. 


Shamrock Pea 


[ am afraid that I can offer the 
New York correspondent little en- 
couragement in his efforts to use 
the shamrock pea as an outdoor 
plant. The best that I can do is to 
give our experience with the plant 
about 15 years ago. 

There were many ups and downs 
with the plant Parochetus communis, 
after I first made its acquaintance. 
The first “up” came when I read 
a glowing description of its beauty; 
this was followed by a “down” when, 
after I searched for and found seeds, 
they refused to germinate despite 
all the wiles of a more or less ex- 
perienced propagator. Truth com- 
pels me to add that the plant seldom 
showed more than 50 per cent ger- 
mination and usually not even that 
much. After one gets a plant, how- 
ever, further increase may be had 
from cuttings. 

Then a period of real exaltation 
came wtih the first showing of big, 
blue peaflowers over a mat of lovely 
cloverlike foliage. But everything

dropped with a thud the next spring 
when the snow left, and I discov- 
ered that every plant had succumbed 
to winter’s cold. This taught me the 
lesson that the shamrock pea cannot 
be trusted outdoors in the north; 
perhaps nowhere north of the lati- 
tude of St. Louis would it be hardy 
enough to be used permanently in 
the open. Fortunately, from the 
gardener’s standpoint, the plant is 
really at its best when used as a 
hanging-basket ornament, for then 
the showy blue pea flowers are at 
eye level, and their beauty can be 
fully appreciated. 

Experience also taught me that 
overpotting should be guarded 
against, or one will get more foliage 
than flowers. The plant needs fre- 
quent and liberal watering and, 
when it is pot-bound, benefits from 
a fortnightly application of weak 
liquid manure. Given that treat- 
ment, the plant tends to be ever- 
blooming, with flowers a beautiful 
shade of blue and of a size, compared 
with the size of the plant, to excite 
one’s admiration. 


The Closed Gentian 


We might as well take care at this 
time of an inquiry on growing the 
closed gentian, Gentiana andrewsi, 
from seeds. I always had trouble 
getting good germination of this sub- 
ject until I heard about this plan: 
Sow fresh seeds in pans or flats of 
fine soil and sift over them a 
thin covering of sand. “Mulch the 
pans with sphagnum or paper, to 
keep the surface from drying out, 
and store over winter in a frame 
where the temperature will stay just 
above freezing most of the time. 
Remove the mulch when growing 
weather arrives in the spring and be 
prepared for the popping of little 
closed gentians all over the pan. 

Propagating Fringed Polygala 

A New Hampshire reader asks 
how to increase fringed polygala, 
Polygala paucifolia. I notice that 
the books say to sow fresh seeds in 
late winter or early spring, using 
an acid, humus-filled soil. But the

trouble is to get seeds—a commodity 
that I never have had so far as I 
remember now. However, cuttings 
of new growths, taken in late May 
or early June, should root almost 100 
per cent within five weeks; later 
the percentage of strikes may be 
lowered considerably, though many 
should root. After rooting, the plants 
should be potted in an acid soil con- 
taining an abundance of humus and 
they should be kept in a shaded 
frame until the following spring. One 
should not become discouraged be- 
cause of lack of top growth the first 
summer, for it is not likely to show 
up at that time. One should also 
mulch thoroughly throughout the 
winter, if the best results are to be 
expected from the plants. 


A Note on Nepeta Mussini 


Even though I know that Nepeta 
mussini will surely give us a small 
burst of color during the few warm 
days in November and December, 
following what we of the north call 
squaw winter, it nevertheless always 
comes as a surprise. There comes a 
foretaste of winter, with perhaps a 
foot of snow, and then a period of 
weather with the theremometer in 
the 50’s during the day. Then N. 
mussini sends up its little spires of 
lavender flowers, lovely over the 
fountain of gray leaves, a faint re- 
minder of its spring and summer 
exuberance. It is not likely to do 
that, though, if one forgets to shear 
the plant back after its September 
display, and not even then if it has 
not been given a home in a south 
wall or slope where it catches every 
ray of the autumn sun. 


ALABAMA VILLAGE FAIR

Nurseries, Bridgman, Mich., as part- 
ly responsible for sales decline. He 
writes: “We are too busy to make an 
analysis of our business this season. 
We do know that it is somewhat be- 
hind our 1954 season both in money 
and in the number of orders. 

“We believe this has been brought 
about by the high transportation 
costs, for many of our customers 
have written and stated they would 
be obliged to buy closer to home. 
Also, both parcel post and express 
are slow, and in spite of the many 
complaints we have filed with both 
transportation agencies, we do not 
seem to get any action to speed up 
shipping. 

“In most cases, where it should not 
take more than three or four days 
for a shipment to reach destination, 
it has been taking from 11 to 14 
days. You can well see how dis- 
couraged a customer is when the 
stock finally arrives; and then, too, 
in many cases it arrives in some- 
what dried condition, if it has been 
sent during hot weather. 

“We find that fruit trees and 
brambles have had a good sale, 
whereas the sale on strawberries is 
off. It seems to us, growers are try- 
ing to buy something they can take 
directly to the processors, instead of 
purchasing packages, packing the 
produce and then taking it to the 
fruit market. 

“Weather conditions did hold us 
up somewhat on our digging opera- 
tions, for we had rather unseasonable 
snowstorms and considerable rain- 
fall. However, in spite of all this, 
we have now caught up with our 
shipping and have filled all back or- 
ders. 

“As stated above, while our sales 
on fruit trees and fruit stock were 
good this year, our sales on orna- 
mental stock were somewhat behind 
last year’s. In fact, we were unable 
to fill all orders received for cherry 
and apple trees and for Concord 
grapevines.” 


Fruit Tree Demand Strong 


Business was good from the start 
this year and continues late, says 
John W. Kelly, vice-president of 
Kelly Bros, Nurseries, Inc., Dans- 
ville, N. Y., who reported at the end 
of April: “Our mail-order business 
is still going strong. There has been 
an unusually good demand for fruit 
trees here, mainly because fruit 
growers have had two good seasons. 
In addition, some growers have cut 
production, while others have had

Catching Up in New York 
Haste in catching up on sales 
slowed down by earlier cold weather 
is shown in the brevity of the report 


from Howard W. Maloney, secre- 
tary-treasurer of Maloney Bros 
Nursery Co., Inc., Dansville, N. Y., 
who writes: 

“Business has been good _ this 


spring. Our business was off during 
a cold spell the last of March and 
the first week in April, but has been 


going ahead steadily since. Up to 
the end of March we were ahead. 
Labor has been satisfactory and 


weather conditions have been good.” 


Anticipated Increase 


The increase in spring business 
anticipated by Otto Stern, Stern’s 
Nurseries, Inc., Geneva, N. Y., has 


materialized to a gratifying degree 
He writes: “Despite the many 
gloomy predictions regarding the fu- 
ture of the mail-order business, we 
expected a 10 per cent increase this 
spring compared with the 1954 
spring season, and I am glad to say 
that our sales at the present time 
are running better than 10 per cent 
ahead of last year’s. We expect that 
the final outcome of the spring sea- 
son will show an increase 
where around 15 per cent compared 
to the preceding year.” 
Record for Maryland Firm 


of some- 


Specializing in fruits and berry 
plants, the Bountiful Ridge Nurs- 
eries, Princess Anne, Md., found re- 
tail spring sales and sales with or- 
chardists ahead of last year’s record, 
according to Homer S. Kemp, who 
writes: 

“Business this spring is going a 
little beyond our expectations. Last 
year we had the largest business that 
we have ever experienced, and this 
year, in late April, we were almost 
25 per cent ahead of last year. We 
find that we are limited in the vol- 
ume of business we can do becaus« 
of the shortage in items on which 
we specialize, which are fruit trees 
and berry plants such as strawberries, 
blueberries, raspberries and_black- 
berries. 

“We find a great demand for all 
of this material. Our catalog is con- 
structed entirely for retail trade, and 
for commercial fruit growers in par- 
ticular, to whom we have catered 
for the past 30 years. We find ow 
sales increasing to that class of trad: 
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because of a general letdown in the 
propagation of fruit trees by many 
nurseries, 

“We have used a corrugated con- 
tainer to advantage this year. It 
lessens the weight of our shipments 
and, when properly strapped with a 
banding material, it carries through 
in good condition. For our fruit 
trees, however, we find that the 
2x2x6-foot box is about the largest 
container of that type which can 
be used successfully. This container 
weighs up to 300 pounds when 
packed. We got in a carload of these 
containers in various sizes and find 
that they facilitate our packing. 

“We find that our deliveries by 
express have been much better than 
in other years, and freight shipments 
have moved faster, but they are 
still slow. We have used trucking 
lines a great deal this year, and we 
find that their service has improved 
over last year. 

“We are pleased to advise that 
nursery stock in this area was not 
damaged by the heavy freeze of 
March 26 and 27, which wiped out 
the fruit crop over a large area in 
the south.” 


JASPER COUNTY PLANTING 

Through the efforts of the Jasper 
county (Illinois) home bureau and 
garden club a program has been in 
progress for the past three years, by 
which flowering crab apples have 
been planted throughout the coun- 
ty. The project goes along with the 
“Plant Illinois” program. 

Nearly 500 crab apples have been 
planted. Although Jasper county was 
in a critical drought area the past 
year, few plants have been lost, be- 
cause of the individual efforts of 
some citizens to carry water to plants 
on public grounds. The crab trees 
were supplied by the Newton Nurs- 
ery, West Liberty, IIl., the only nurs- 
ery in a county of about 25,000 popu- 
lation.

it takes five or six sprigs to weigh 
a pound. 


Holly for Landscape 


The panel ended with a lively 
discussion of the uses and values of 
holly as landscape plants. Nothing 
is more beautiful than American 
holly about stone buildings, one 
member said. Another stated that 
no attempt should be made to devel- 
op standardized plans for the orna- 
mental planting of hollies about 
homes. It might, however, be de- 
sirable for the society to prepare a 
set of plans showing various holly 
ornamental groupings for planting 
about barbecues, various architec- 
tural styles of front doorwa’ 3, unde1 
windows and at the corners of 
houses. Forrest C. Crooks, holly 
nurseryman, Doylestown, Pa., stated 
that he used with considerable suc- 
cess a series of cutouts of the hori- 
zontal outlines and vertical profiles 
of the various hollies. With the scale 
size drawing of the home to be 
landscaped, it is easy to place these 
cutouts around and against the 
building and gardens to visualize the 
ultimate effect of the proposed plant- 
ings and, especially, to get the proper 
spacing of the hollies. 


Holly Research Fund 


At the Friday morning business 
meeting President C. R. Wolf, with 
the secretary-treasurer, Charles A. 
Young, Jr., said that the trustees had 
set aside, in a special banking ac- 
count, the sum of $100. The society 
will, from time to time, add to this 
and will accept gifts from members, 
friends and interested commercial 
concerns until such time as sufficient 
funds are available to underwrite 
needed research projects.

Daniel G. Fenton, program chair- 
man, mentioned that the society 
had been invited to hold its fall 
meeting at Richmond, Rutgers and 
Portland, Ore.

other satisfactory season, and we be- 
lieve that nearly all growers and 
wholesalers in this area likewise 
have had a better demand for their 
stock than ever before. This ap- 
plies to all classes of nursery stock, 
but it seems likely that fruit trees 
in particular sold out earlier and 
more completely than during any 
recent season. 

“Retailers are not faring quite so 
well, because of our late, cold spring, 
but it is not too late even now for 
them to have a satisfactory season. 

“Due to favorable weather during 
the winter, shipping continued with- 
out interruption from early fall up 
to the present time. Labor condi- 
tions are satisfactory, and good help 
has been available as needed all 
through the season. 

“Production in this area has not 
changed much during the past three 
or four years, but we think the de- 
mand for stock from various parts 
of the country has induced growers 
to step up their spring plantings 
perhaps 10 to 20 per cent over last 
year’s. 

“We would guess that more car- 
loads and truckloads of nursery 


stock have been shipped out of this 
area to

indicate that local consumption has 
not increased as rapidly as would 
be expected. Retail outlets for nurs. 
ery stock here in the Pacific north. 
west have undoubtedly increased jn 
number, and large quantities of ma. 
terial are being marketed through 
shopping centers and roadside stands, 
making it difficult for legitimate 
nursery salesyards to maintain thei) 
prices and usual volume of bus’ ness 

“This keen competition will prob- 
ably force the well-established nurs. 
ery salesyard operators to make cer- 
tain changes and improvements that 
will keep the buying public interest- 
ed in purchasing the better grades 
of nursery material. 

“As far as we can tell, there js 
general optimism among nurserymen 
in this area, and everyone is antici- 


pating another favorable season 
during 1955-56.” 
Big Demand for Evergreens 


Despite changes in climatic con 
ditions that add to nurserymen’s 
burdens, business is reported to be 
“very excellent” by Andrew Sher- 
wood, Sherwood Nursery Co., Port- 
land, Ore., who writes: 

“Having just returned from a 
spring flower show, I cannot help 
realize how different our season is 
this year. In the show, many ever- 
greens which ordinarily at this time 
of year would be in full bloom were 
still tight in the bud. I am remind- 
ed of last season. Last year might 
go down in history as the vear with- 
out a summer. The summer was 
wet: we had showers continually, 
and it was cool. As a result, we 
had a terrific weed problem 

“This year looks much the same 
Our winters, too, are different. The 
last two years we have had no really 
severe weather, although the terri- 
tory surrounding us has had severe 
winters. As a result of this mild- 
ness, plants are unprepared for late 
spring frosts, which have done mor 
damage than usual. 

“Because of this peculiar cycle of 
weather, we find that many of our 
nursery operations have to be 
changed: for instance, we cannot 
do planting at the regular time. Ac- 
tually we have not put in a single 
plant yet. We have our entire spring 
planting ahead of us at a time when 
we should be cultivating. 

“As far as business conditions are 
concerned, we have had a very ex- 
cellent season. Conditions were 
spotty, but as a whole business was 
unusually good. There seems to be 
a big demand for evergreens. Lin- 
ing-out stock is moving rapidly, and 
so is balled stock. I think that our 
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shipping has probably been the 
heaviest we have ever known. 

“Labor, once again, is not diffi- 
cult to get. We have a steady crew 
the year around, and extra help has 
been easy to obtain, easier than 
usual. We have a heavy planting 
program ahead of us. There seems 
to be a heavy demand for a certain 
type of evergreen. Some old vari- 
eties that have been good for years 
are no longer salable, and some new 
varieties are difficult to obtain. 

“Prices will remain about the 
same; we see little change in those. 

“Looking toward the future, with 
the tremendous building that is go- 
ing on all over the country, we see 
a good future for evergreens of the 
right kind, grown in the right quan- 
tity, for years to come. The surplus 
of evergreens in this area has largely 
disappeared.” 


HOSPITAL LANDSCAPE JOB 

The Eisler Nursery, Butler, Pa., 
has been chosen to carry out new 
landscape work at the Brooksville 
hospital, Brooksville, Pa. The proj- 
ect, to cost about $6,000, has been 
planned in such a way that the land- 
scape will be in advanced stage of 
growth. Items which take a long time 
to grow and fit into a completed 
landscape scheme are being avoided. 
For this reason, the border of the 
Brooksville hospital grounds will 
have pin oak trees already two to

OF RECENT RESEARCH 











FOREST TREE INSECTS 


A section devoted to forest and 
ornamental insects was one of the 
features of the 10th annual confer- 
ence of the north central branch of 
the Entomological Society of Amer- 
ica, which convened at Kellogg Cen- 
ter, Michigan State College, East 
Lansing, March 24. Some 12 papers 
were given at this section under the 
leadership of Chairman A. C. Hod- 
son, of the University of Minnesota. 

In presenting a study of the insect 
vectors of the oak wilt disease or- 
ganism, C. L. Griswold, of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, stated that fresh tree wounds 
were necessary for the disease to be 
transmitted either by pomace flies o1 
bark beetles. The bark beetles can 
make their own wounds but pomace 
flies cannot. 

Don Renlund, of the University of 
Wisconsin, gave a paper on white 
grub control in forest plantations, 
describing the treatment as part of 
the planting. A 2'-gallon pressure 
tank was mounted on the planter so 
that the operator, by pressing a foot 
valve, could spray the required dos- 
age of insecticide about the roots of 
the tree just before they were cov- 
ered with soil. In this manner two 
and one-half gallons of 1 per cent 
Aldrin treated 500 to 600 trees. The 
difference in survival in rows of 
treated and untreated trees was sig- 
nificant. 

According to R. C. Fox, the Euro- 
pean pine shoot moth is a serious 
threat to red pine in Michigan, and 
satisfactory control with insecticides 
is not being obtained. Although the 
larvae of this moth are killed by 
temperatures of 18 degrees below 
zero, Mr. Fox pointed out that snow 
may insulate the larvae in the ex- 
treme northern part of Michigan, 
where isolated infestations occur. 

P. A. Jones, of the University of 
Wisconsin, told of efforts to control 
serious infestations of the pine tor- 
toise scale on jack pine with aerial 
applications of sprays and dusts. 
Systox and DN-289 injured the trees. 
DDT, malathion and parathion were 
applied by airplane, and of the mate- 
rials tested, malathion was chosen 
for application to 1,200 acres. Eight 
pounds of actual malathion was used 
per acre, giving a substantial reduc- 
tion in the scale population. 

Malathion or parathion will con- 
trol some, but not all, of the import- 
ant scale insects of trees and shrubs, 
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according to R. B. Neiswander, of 
the Ohio experiment station. He 
prefers liquid lime-sulphur for pine- 
needle scale. A mixture of DDT and 
malathion, two quarts and one quart, 
to 100 gallons of water gave better 
results on euonymus scale and oyster- 
shell scale, than malathion alone. 
Fletcher’s scale on taxus was readily 
controlled with malathion, parathion 
or TEPP directed against the crawl- 
ers about the middle of July. A dor- 
mant oil spray was recommended for 
San Jose scale, Putnam scale, the pit- 
making oak scale and the oak kermes. 

H. D. Batzer, of Minnesota, pre- 
sented charts showing that heavy de- 
foliation of aspens by the forest tent 
caterpillar one time caused little 
damage, but successive defoliations 
for two and three vears created seri- 
ous damage. 

A conservative outlook on the pos- 
sibilities of controlling forest pests 
with systemics was taken by E. H. 
Wollerman, of the U. S. D. A. He 
pointed out that the systemic insecti- 
cides developed thus far are effective 
against mites, aphis and mealy bugs, 
whereas the need is for chemicals 
that will control leaf-eaters, borers 
and bark beetles. Use of systemics on 
trees is restricted, at present, because 
of their cost and their toxicity to 
warm-blooded animals. 

Gencrating most interest, perhaps, 
was the account by C. A. Boyer, 
Michigan state department of agri- 
culture, of the gypsy moth outbreak 
and efforts to eradicate this danger- 
ous pest from the city of Lansing. 
Larvae of the moth were found at 
Lansing, May 19, 1954. Authorities 
were thrown into a frenzy after the 
specimens were identified because 
the person who brought them in just 
left the bottle on a desk with a note 
asking, “What is this?” neglecting 
to leave his name and_ address. 
Prompt action by the legislature pro- 
vided $150,000 for the eradication 
program. Some 86,000 acres were 
sprayed by airplane, using 12 per 
cent DDT at the rate of one gallon 
per acre. Areas where eggs were 
found were also sprayed with mist 
blowers on the ground. After the 
spray application 5,000 traps were 
placed over the area to survey the 
results. Moths were caught in only 
four traps in one corner of the 
sprayed area. This area is circled for 
an intensive spray program, and Mr. 
Boyer believes the gypsy moth will 
be eradicated in 1955 

A. T. Drooz read a paper for J. L. 
Bean on recent developments in mak- 
ing aerial surveys of forests for insect 
damage. Aside from describing the 
techniques used, the paper stated 
that aerial surveys must be supple-

and the freeze at the end of March 
have caused sad reports from the 
southwest, as exemplified by the fol- 
lowing from J. Frank Sneed, Sneed 
Nursery Co., Oklahoma City, Okla.: 

“Our report is not good. We had 
an extra-dry fall, which cut business 
as much as 50 per cent. Our spring 
weather has been varied, with warm 
weather for two weeks and then 
cold weather for two weeks. 

“The first three weeks in March 
were warm, and stock had begun to 
grow. All stock in the field was 
full of sap, and most of it was in 
leaf. March 21 the temperature 
dropped to 13 degrees above zero, 
and all shrubs, some shade trees, all 
arborvitaes and most broad-leaved 
evergreens were frozen back to the 
ground. 

“We have had to go in and mow 
these back to the ground, so that 
they will come out under the snow 
line and make vigorous plants. Our 
sales have been excellent this spring. 

“We understand that retail sales 
over the southwest will be somewhat 
off from last season’s because of the 
bad weather we have been having. 
Help is plentiful and getting some- 
what better.” 


Damage in Tennessee 


Severe losses are following freez- 
ing March temperatures in Tennes- 
see, according to the report of Henry 
N. Boyd, Boyd Nursery Co., Me- 
Minnville, Tenn., who writes: 

“We have had an unusual siege 
of adverse conditions to put up with 
this spring. 

“Since the first of the year, 
have been unable to get our tractor 
digging or planting equipment into 
the fields because of excessive rain 
which fell during January, Febru- 
ary and March. 

“To top this off, when a lot of 
back orders were on hand, the late 
March freeze came after three weeks’ 
warm weather and rain in the 
first part of March had put our 
plants in the field in a growing con- 
dition. Then down to 12 above the 
thermometer went, and five straight 
days and nights of below-freezing 
weather killed off a lot of plants. 

“The damage is showing up more 
and more as the weather warms up, 
and so we cannot yet tell the full 
extent of the damage. 

“However, our estimated report 
would be that one half of all dormant 
budded peaches are killed, one 
half of our seedling peaches killed 
and all privets frozen to and below 
the ground.

“Our season has been rather 
mixed. The demand from the north- 
ern section of the country has been 
good, but that from the south, rather 
spotty. The fall season was quite 
good, but because of dry weathe 
and other things, salesyards and 
landscape nurserymen in the south 
were not able to move as much stock 
as they anticipated.

Late Honeysuckle 


Every town has a family with a 
lot of children of which sometimes 
only one or two amount to anything 
The bush honeysuckle family is just 
that kind. For top billing I should 
suggest the tall-growing late honey- 
suckle, Lonicera maacki podocarpa: 
it will grow 8 to 15 feet high. If vou 
wish a fast-growing screen shrub fo; 
a sunny location, this is the shrub 
Its greatest disadvantage is that any- 
one can grow it and it is cheap 

It is called late 
cause it does not bloom until June 
Its dainty yellow flowers are followed 
by beautiful brilliant red berries amid 
pickle-green (October — 10, 
1954). The green leaves are unusual 
for bush honevsuckles, since most of 
them are lazy and drop their leaves 
in late summer. Late honeysuckles 
hold onto some of the leaves until 
snow flies. Birds lke the berries. This 
and the winter honeysuckle have 
been trained as espaliers on the walls 
of Laughlin Hall at Princeton Uni- 
versity. The late variety will thrive 
in shade, and dry weather 
faze it. 

One of the earliest 
to bloom is Lonicera fragrantissima, 
winter honeysuckle, a worthwhile 
shrub.

Hatfield yew. Heller holly (Ilex cre- 
nata helleri) would be too small, and 
Pfitzer juniper (Juniperus chinensis 
phitzeriana) too large, so relation- 
ship of scale also enters every pic- 
ture. 

If the entrance way is high and 
has several steps leading to it, then a 
plant to fit this scale must be select- 
ed. Certainly the convex-leaved 
holly will not do the job, but the spe- 
cies Japanese holly (Ilex crenata), 
the broad-leaved variety (Ilex cre- 
nata latifolia), Carolina rhododen- 
dron or Japanese andromeda might 
well be the answer. 

The area of the foundation plant- 
ing between the outer corners and 
the entrance is decidedly not the 
focal point of the house and so 
should not be planted with ball-like 
or columnar forms, those plants 
of definite form and too much inter- 
est. This is the section for plants 
without strong forms, but whose 
lines are horizontal, semi-vase like, 
mound-like and often tied to the 
lawn area by a good ground cover. 
hese plants direct attention; they 
should not hold it. 

Broad, large windows, so common 
in the houses of today, encourage the 
use of plants of spreading or ex- 
pansive habits, like spreading forms 
of Japanese yew and Pfitzer juniper. 
Do not use a variety of forms here. 
It is often well to use all plants of 
the same species or variety under 
such a window, not contrasting

types Rarely should such a window 
be accented by the use of two strong 
forms on both sides, or accented 
any fashion—even though it did cost 
somebody extra money. 

There were days in European and 
American gardening when unusual 
plant forms were the pride and joy 
of their owners. The bird in illus- 
tration D is an example of such a 
practice and may have rightly held 
a place in gardening of other years. 
The setting must be suitable in orde1 
for such a bird to be happy. Clipped 
plant forms require careful and con- 
sistent attention, as well as correctly 
trained personnel. It is doubtful that 
the present homeowner is interested 
in having one for his garden. 

Tree forms, too, can play their 
part in improving landscape plant- 
ings. 

In street planting, alternate trees 
of entirely different forms would 
present a jumpy picture to those who 
must look at them. The same un- 
desirable result and unfavorable re- 
action can be obtained by using 
shrubs in a similar way. Columnar 
forms of Norway, sugar or red ma- 
ples are not in keeping with a broad 
street that is composed of 1-story 
homes, but flowering dogwood, 
Paul’s scarlet hawthorn or hedge 
maple would be. 

Single. tree specimens of strong 
pyramidal or columnar habits plant- 
ed on open lawns are usually too 
“specimeny,” but when these same 
trees are used in groups of three the 
attraction is lessened. A unit has 
been created which is not evident 
when one looks at a single specimen 
of such a form. 

Houses often dictate the tree form 
to select. Flat-roofed or ranch-type 
home are better adapted to canopied 
forms, such as Japanese maple, flow- 
ering dogwood and yellowwood. A 
spreading form may be balanced on 
the opposite side of the property by 
a group of large shrubs or three up- 
right-growing small trees. The iden- 
tical tree form does not have to be 
used on both sides of the property, 
and the same is true of shrubs. The 
weight in foliage mass may easily 
balance that on the opposite side of 
the house, even though the trees or 
shrubs be of different habits—but 
not too “contrasty.” 

Doorways can be = artistically 
framed by arching forms of trees as 
you approach and view them, but 
rarely, if ever, should doorways be 
emphasized by solid round or co- 
lumnar forms.

even these have a place. Let your 
mind relax the next time you study 
form and line in plants and do not 
try to see every detail. You can use 
plants more advantageously from 
this vantage point. 

If the form is loose or unpredict- 
able as to its class, then you gen- 
erally cannot get into trouble by 
using it so long as it is within the 
scale of the area. Some forms are 
so rampant that they must be used 
by themselves because of their over- 
powering habit. Weeping forsythia 
Forsythia suspensa) is an example 
of the latter.

EASE PARCEL POST RULE 


Businesses located on postal rural 
routes are now permitted to send and 
receive parcel post packages up to 
70 pounds in weight and 100 inches 
combined length and girth, even 
though circumstances require the 
mailing to be made through a first- 
class post office. 

Ruling to that effect, the first of 
its kind and of national business im- 
portance, was made by Assistant 
Postmaster General N. R. Abrams 
ina letter to W. B. Henderson, execu- 
tive vice-president, Parcel Post As- 
sociation, 

The case involved the Appomattox 
Garment Co., manufacturer of chil- 
drens’ and infants’ wear, Appo- 
mattox, Va. 

Said Mr. Abrams, “We appreciate 
the problem confronting this com- 
pany when the Appomattox post of- 
hee advances to first-class status on 
July 1, 1955. As this firm is entitled 
to mail on the rural route, but the 
carrier is not equipped to handle all 
of their mailings, the postmaster will 
be authorized to accept their pack- 
ages at the post office, or if volume 
warrants at the railway station, un- 
der the same conditions as if they 
were actually accepted by the rural 
carrier, Therefore, after June 30,

they may continue mailing packages 
not exceeding 70 pounds in weight 
or 100 inches length and girth com- 
bined, which are the limits pre- 
scribed by the act of Cctober 24, 
1951, for parcels mailed on rural 
routes.” 

The company’s factory is located 
on a rural route in Virginia. Thus 
the company’s incoming and out- 
going parcel post shipments are not 
subject to the size and weight re- 
strictions of public law 199. The 
rural route carrier is not able to 
handle the garment company’s out- 
going parcel post volume. So the 
company trucks its parcel post ship- 
ments to the Appomattox (second- 
class) post office. Shipments are of 
merchandise requiring cartons larger 
than the maximum 72 combined- 
inch limits of public law 199. 

The garment company’s postage 
purchases at Appomattox post office 
have brought the annual gross in- 
come of the post office to $40,000. 
Automatically, and as of July 1, 
Appomattox becomes a_ first-class 
post office. Thereafter, all parcel post 
shipments through the Appomattox 
post office will be subject to public 
law 199 restrictions. So, except for 
the ruling just made, the company 
would have to cut to 40-pounds x 
72-combined-inches packages for de- 
livery within 150 miles and could 
mail packages only 20-pounds x 72- 
combined inches to points beyond 
150 miles.

Check here if you 
enclose $4.20, in which case we pay 
postage. Same return privilege applies, 
of course. 


Consequently, it is practically on the 
way between Chicago and Toronto. 
Arrangements should be made with 
W. H. Upshall, chief research scien- 
tist, horticultural experiment station, 
Vineland Station, Ont. 

Experiments of interest to nursery- 
men at this station are as follows: 

(1) Rootstock experiments with 
apples, particularly orchards on Mal- 
ling IX (on posts and trained to 
wires), also Malling VII, I and XVI. 

(2) Rootstock tests with pears 
Quinces A and C, Malling “free” 
clones, betulaefolia, Kieffer and do- 
mestic seedlings, also intermediates 
for dwarf pear. 


(3) Rootstocks for plums, apri- 
cots and cherries. 
(4) Studies on virus and nema- 


tode control in strawberries. 

(5) Named variety collections of 
all deciduous fruits and _ selections 
from breeding work. Some promis- 
ing sweet cherry seedlings will be 
seen on the trees at convention time. 

(6) Collections of lilies. gladioli. 
roses and other ornamental materi- 
als. Lilies, including many promising 
hybrids, should be at their best at 
convention time. 


Ontario Agricultural College 


Work at the Ontario Agricultural 
College at Guelph of interest to 
nurserymen is just getting under 
way with the appointment of Mur- 
ray Peart to do work in research, 
extension and teaching in the nurs- 
ery field. Guelph is 60 miles west 
of Toronto, and on the campus can 
be found many items of interest. 
Guelph is one of the oldest and 
largest colleges of agriculture in the 
entire British empire. Arrangements 
for visiting should be made with 
J. S. Shoemaker, head of the depart- 
ment of horticulture, Ontario Agri- 
cultura! College, Guelph, Ont. 


Montreal Botanic Garden 


The botanic garden at Montreal 
is neither a college nor an experiment 
station, but a city-owned and oper- 
ated botanic garden with much of 
interest for nurserymen. Research 
at the botanic garden is aimed en- 
entirely at improving methods of fer- 
tilization of plants and determining 
the various requirements of orna- 
mental plants under experimenta- 
tion. 

The botanic garden has an 
usually fine collection of plants, ove: 
12,000 species and varieties being 
grown there, including about 3,000 
kinds of trees and shrubs in the out- 
door collections that serve to estab- 
lish hardiness and value for land- 
scape work. Large collections of or- 
chids, bromeliads and ferns are to
